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‘Modernization 
aiding National 
Steel and GC

The outlook of National Steél)Cor- 
poration—buoyed by the most‘thodern 
steel plants anywhere—is positive and 
upbeat despite the fact that a steel 
market downturn is expected in 1980. 

Enhancing the future of Granite City 
Steel’s parent corporation is a lean, 
aggressive approach made possible by 
a continuing internal cost improvement 
program, and the prospect of world- 
wide steel demand rising 2.75 percent a 
year to 700 million tons by 1985. 
Steelmaking capacity is growing 1 
percent annually and is expected to 
total 661 million tons by 1985. 

These and other points were voiced 
Thursday evening by Howard M. Love 
A former Granite City Steel president 
who is currently president of National 
Steel, he -will add the title of ‘chief 
execulive officer March 1. 

He was: interviewed by the Press- 
Record prior to a Granite City Steel 
management club meeting attended by 
National Steel Corp. Chairman George 
Stinson and NSC Pres. Love Thursday 
night at the Marriott Hotel. 

An example of National Steel’s 
emphasis .on modernization is the 
eontinuous-pouring slab casting 
machine that is being installed at 
Granite City Steel, Love said during the 
interview. It will produce about one 
million tons of steel slabs a year, half of 
GC Steel's slab requirements. 


Record year 
at GC Steel 


Granite City Steel set a multitude of 
production records during 1979, ac- 
cording to President James V. Stack. 
‘He sdid 21 different, annual records 
were set during the year by units from 

~ one end of the plant to the other. 

“Total shipments---the final result--- 
probably are the true measure of how 
we perform. And we set a new record in 
that area, as well as in prime ship- 
ments. Hot Rolled Finishing shipments 
and North Plant shipments,” he said. 

Total shipments in 1979 were 2,285,406 
tons of steel of various types, all flat- 
rolled. This was more than 150,000 tons 
higher than the previous record set in 
1978. 

‘Stack revealed that four major 
departments set records--the Blast 
Furnaces, the Basic Oxygen Furnace 
Shop, the Blooming Mill and the 80-Inch 
Hot Strip. 

Total Blast Furnace production from 
Granite City Steel’s two furnaces 
amounted to 1,623,567 tons---beating the 

» 1976 record by 20,000 tons. 
‘The additional iron helped enable the

There will be 
greater yield from available hot metal

With the Granite City Steel con- 
tinuous caster, National Steel's con- 
tinuous casting capability will grow 
from 30 percent now to 50 percent for 
1982 shipments, Love said. The average 
at other domestic integrated steel 
companies is about 15 percent and only 
slight growth by them is projected. 

He utilized a chart to make this point, 
and another chart as he asserted, 
“Worldwide supply and demand for 
steel is expected to shift from the 
current excess capacity and ‘buyers’ 
market’ toa virtual balance in the mid- 
1980s, with possible shortages 
developing later in the decade.”’ 

Present worldwide supply is slightly 
over 600 million tons and the demand is 
between 550 and 600 million tons.

Mealybugs on houseplants 


Mealybugs are flattened 
scale-like insects that are 
pretty tough to control. Soft 
stemmed plants like coleus, 
African violets, fuchsias. 
ferns, dracenas, ivy; and 
rubber plants seém 
especially susceptible 

If you have mealybugs on 
yur plants, you'll see white 
cottony blobs scattered on 
the branches. If you notice 
these cottony blobs on, your 
plants, you can be sure that 
every | and tender stem 
will be covered with tiny pale 
yellow to orange scale-like 
crawlers which actively 
move about in search of just 
the right spot to set up 
housekeeping 

Mealybugs cause your 
plants to turn pale or 
yellowish and tend to stop 
growing Plants — will 
gradually stop flowering and 
seem to be partly wilted 

Mealybug control may 
require throwing out some of 
the worst plants. If it is on 
one or two, and the rest seem 
OK, throw out these that are 
infested 

Look closely at the leaves 
and veins of each of the 
others to see if you can see 
any of the small crawlers. If 
they are OK, be sure each 
“clean” plant does not touch 
any other plant

Illinois, the third largest state 
delegation to the convention, will send 
102 voting delegates to Detroit — 92 
elected in Congressional districts in the 

* March 18 primary and 10 “‘at large” 
delegates chosen at the state GOP 
convention, 

As a senator, Percy is certain to be 
one of the ‘‘at large’’ delegates. 

It is almost equally certain that 
Percy, co-chairman in 1976 with then 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie of the Illinois 
delegates committed to then President 
Gerald Ford, will hold a similar title 
with Thompson. 

As before, Percy might share a title 
but it probably again will be the 
governor who will be calling the shots.

Goy. Thompson, widely presumed to 
favor either John Connally or George 
Bush, will have “unity” delegates 
running in about half of the state’s 24 
districts. 

But his slates face opposition from 
backers of Ronald Reagan, Senate GOP 
Leader Howard Baker and Illinois 
Congressmen Philip Crane and John 
Anderson, 

What makes this Illinois delegate 
roundup particularly unpredictable is a 
GOP rule change which whill make it 
difficult, if not impossible, for voters to 
“tell the players’ preferences without a 
scorecard.” 

In the past two presidential elections, 
both the GOP and the Democrats listed 
the presidential preference of the 
delegate candidate in parentheses 
behind the candidate’s name on the 
ballot, 

If a delegate hopeful had no 
preference, he or she was‘identified as 
“uncommitted” in parentheses. 

Democratic delegate candidates still 
will run this way. But the rule change 
pushed through with Thompson's 
support means that only the delegate 
candidates’ names — and not their 
preferences — will appear on the GOP 
primary ballot. 

‘That change was widely interpreted 
in Illinois as a blow to Reagan, the GOP 
pack leader with the greatest name 


recognition of any of the presidential 
aspirants. 

Sen Percy maintains he is genuinely 
uncommitted and will remain so until 
the mettle of all the would-be preidents 
is tested in the primaries. 

He finds something good to say about 
almost all of the GOP hoepfuls. 

He says Anderson, a liberal 
Republican closest to Percy in the 
ideological spectrum, is ‘‘very 
courageous” because he supports the 
grain embargo and increasing gasoline 
taxes — both, coincidentally, positions 
also taken by Percy 

Perey says: he has worked most 
closely in the Senate with Baker and 
Bush, a former ambassador and ex- 
Central Intelligence Agency director. 

He says he has a “friendly and cor- 
dial” relationship with Connally and 
has vacationed with the ex-Texas 
governor. 

He notes that Reagan came to Illinois 
to campaign for him in 1978 when Percy 
desperately needed the help. 

Percy made no reference to Crane, 
who is further to the right than any of 
the presidential hopefuls. _ 

“I have no reason to jump on 
anyone’s bandwagon,” Percy said 
“They are all friends of mine, but the

Percy will make up his mind before 
the March 18 primary, but he does not 
plan ‘on making any public en- 
dorsements then. 

“I consider the primary a secret 
ballot, and I will protect the integrity of 
that secrecy,” Percy said.

Will the grain cutoff be worth the cost? 


Politicians will argue for 
years — historians, perhaps. 
for decades about the 
advisability of cutting off 
grain exports to Russi 
retaliation for the inv 
Afghanistan 

The question at hand is: 
Will the price the United 
States (and U.S. farmers) 
must pay to enforce the 
embargo be worth the 
result? 

Southern Illinois 
economist Walter J. Wills 
isn’t saying he can answer 
that question. But he has 
analyzed some of the 
possible results and 
calculated some of the ef- 
fects U.S. farmers and the 
government are likely to feel 
from President Carter’s Jan 
4 embargo. 

Mr. Carter axed all sales 
of wheat above three million 
tons and corn sales above 
five million tons, effectively 
setting aside about 17 million 
tons in intended purchases 
by the U.S.S.R 

The United States 
contractually committed 
the eight million tons 
grains that the president 
permitting to be shipped 
Russian ports. 

Wills, a professor 
agricultural economics 
the SIUC School 
Agriculture, said it 
unknown how effective the 
measure will be in reducing 
grain supplies in Russia 

“Other countries may ship 
grain to Russia to help make 
up the feed deficit,” he said 
“There aren't’ enough 
supplies available worldwide 
to make up the total dif- 
ference, but there are other 
ways Russia may reduce its 
need for grains. 

“Poland — a U.S. grain 
customer and Soviet ally — 
could import from the United 
States and transship the 


grain straight to Russia. Or, 
Poland could ship grain to 
Russia and then import from 
the United States to make up 
the difference. 

“It's quite possible, too, 
that Russia could reduce the 
size of its recently expanded 
livestock herd to reduce its 
need for feed grains. 

‘If herds are liquidated in 
Russia, this will reduce the 
market demand for feed 
grains for several years. The 
implications of this embargo 
evidently go beyond a one- 
shot impact.” 

Wills said there is further 
evidence that U.S. farmers 
will be feeling the impact for 
many years 

“Will this embargo — on 
top of the larger embargoes 
by Presidents Nixon and 
Ford — further convince 
importers of U.S. grains that 
the United States is not a 
dependable supplier?”’, Wills 
asked. 

He pointed out that the two 
earlier embargoes damaged 
overseas markets for U.S. 
farm products in ways that 
still are ‘being felt. Most 
notably, once-steady 
customers of the U.S. farmer 
have sought other suppliers 
in case another embargo 
should be imposed. 

Wills also said that the 
Carter plan to add six million 
tons of grain to the reserve 
program — in order to take 
the corn off the market as a 
price-boosting action — may 
place a burden on the 
marketplace in future years. 

“If there is a good U.S 
crop in 1980,’ he said, “the 
supply would be all the more 
greater, and it could trigger 
some type of acreage 
restrictions or production 
controls for 1981 crops.”

An alcohol fuel hangover ahead for state

| "CHICAGO — I keep hav- 
ing ‘this nightmare, see. In 
“it, a motorist piles up his car 
in a ditch while trying to 
‘avoid a drunken cow wand- 
eting along the road. 
© It is a bad wreck, but the 
motorist isn’t too badly hurt.

Now before'I get into this, 
let me make a few points 
clear. I don’t doubt a bit that 
Hogan and Andrews have

To me, the difference in 
these price tags demon- 
strates not gauging, but the 
development work that still 
must be done before we hold 
up simple alcohol stills as an 
answer to money-pinching,

it is not an easy answer, 
which so many of its pro- 
moters insist it tobe. ~ 


For one thing, it takes 
heat to operate a still. Heat 
costs money, and when used 
with intensity — even with 
solar cells — heat can be 
dangerous. 

Barnyard stills, if they be- 
come another piece of farm 
equipment, as is now being 
advocated by nonfarmers, 
are going to explode, burn, 
maim — ask those who 
know them best, the 
moonshiners. 

They are also going to 
ruin other farm machinery 
when the alcohol they pro- 
duce falls short in the quali- 
ty demanded by internal 
combustion engines not de- 
signed specifically for such 
fuel. 

And, as in my nightmare, 
the mash they produce is 
going to intoxicate and kill 
animals when the stills are 
not properly operated. 

There is also this point: 
Corn, which most nonfarm- 
ers favor as the best alcohol 
source, is a principal cash 
crop in the midwest. Using 
too many back 40s just for 
fuel isn’t going to pay the 
taxes or provide sound col- 
lateral for loans to buy next 
year’s seed. 

More, all this begs the 

question on why the federal 
government gets sticky 
‘about issuing permits for 
home stills. It’s not because 
of the tax, as my very favor- 
ite legislator insists, but be- 
cause some people, even 
farmers, are dishonest, and 
they are likely to sell the 
stuff -for something other 
than running engines. 

We have a wealth of proof 
that such dishonesty does 
exist — the prohibition era 
that provided seed money in 
amounts large enough to 
build the criminal organiza- 
tions that still inflict this 
country. 

Is there anyone really so 
naive today as to believe 
alcohol freely produced in 


volume wouldn’t find 
way illegally ‘into 
nation’s liquor cabinets? 

In this respect, it should 
be noted that cérn is not the 
only source of alcohol. It can 
be made from garbage, po- 
tato peelings, spoiled fruit, 
grass, almost anything that 
grows and decays — and 
this is as available to city 
dwellers as it is to farmers. 
to whom then, and by what 
Tule, do we forbid anyone 
from buying or building a 
still? 

As ‘stated earlier in this 
column, alcohol does offer a 
real hope in easing the 
nation’s energy shortage. 
Volume production appar- 
ently is possible and should 
be developed ‘‘with all possi- 
ble speed.” 

But it should be done with 
the lessons of the past kept 
carefully in mind. As the 
18th anjendment demon- 
strated, Swearing off alcohol 
wasn’t the answer. But it 
would be inexcusable if we 
couldn’t avoid a hangover 
this time around.

State is facing difficult 
financial decisions soon 


By KEN WATSON 


SPRINGFIELD — Educa- 
tion and recession are push- 
ing Illinois toward a finan- 
cial crisis. 

‘The Chicago school situa- 
tion, critical enough in 
itself, could prove the trig- 
ger to an even greater state- 
wide fiscal crisis that could 
make an increase in the 
state income tax a serious 
prospect before the year is 
over. 

There may be no place 
else to turn. 

It. is already becoming 
clear that if the Chicago 
schools are to be kept open 
in 1980 somebody is going to 
have to come up with about 
half a billion dollars in addi- 
tional money. It looks as if 
the state government is 
going to be the ultimate fall 
guy 

But Chicago is not going 
to be the only city in the 
state handout line. Dozens of 
downstate school districts 
are counting on the state to 
bail them out of their own 
financial fixes. 

On the higher education 
level, state colleges and uni- 
versities are clamoring for 
more money, most of it to 
pay higher academic sala- 
ries, currently lagging be- 
hind continuing inflation. 

The growing education 
crisis has already destroyed 
hopes of Illinois legislators 
— all of whom, except for a 
few fortunate senators, will 
be up for re-election this 
year— that the 1980 legisla- 
tive session would be a rela- 
lively tame one. 

Two big factors are re- 
sponsible for driving the 


state toward early and far- 
reaching fiscal ‘decisions. 
One is the constitutional ob- 
ligation to basically finance 
education at all levels. The 
other is the growing threat 
of a severe economic reces- 
sion. 

All it takes is a look at 
page 1 of the Illinois state 
budget to realize what the 
state is heading into. Illinois 
currently is operating on a 
budget of approximately $12 
billion, including federal 
funds. The balanced budget 
places state revenue at $7.4 
billion and spending at the 
same amount. 

Of state spending the larg- 
est category by far is educa- 
tion, which consumes $2.9 
billion a year. Public aid 
ranks second at $2.2 billion. 

If the education box on the 
spending side of the budget 
chart is flashing red, so is 
the sales tax box on the 
revenue side. The sales tax 
currently produces about a 
third of total state revenue, 
exceeded only slightly. by 
the state income tax. 

The sales tax revenue has 
been going up year after 
year because of inflation 
When people spend more for 
food and merchandise, the 
state. also receives more 
sales tax money. 

But suddenly doubts are 
arising as to whether this 
situation ‘can long continue 
Time magazine’s financial 
experts in a survey of the 
1980 economy have predict- 
ed a steep downturn in con- 
sumer spending. They rea- 
son that most people are 
rapidly exhausting their 
savings as well as their 
credit and soon will be 
forced to cut down drastical-

IHinois nuclear 
accident plan 


SPRINGFIELD The 
Illinois Emergency Services 
and Disaster Agency 
(IESDA) has sent Gov. 
James R. Thompson a pro- 
posed plan for dealing with 
nuclear accidents. 

Thompson is expected to 
change or approve the plan, 
and hopefully it will be 
ready for federal scrutiny 
by March 1. 

IESDA spokesman Chuck 
Jones said the state’s cur- 
rent disaster ‘plan would 
work for nuclear emergen- 
cies, but a more natrowly 
defined plan would allow for 
faster and more effective 
action. 

The Illinois plan for radio- 
logical accidents explores 
state resources available for 
handling a nuclear incident, 
like the one at Three Mile 
Island, and outlines emer- 


gency ‘procedures for specif- 
ic nuclear power plants, 
both existing ones and those 
under construction. 

The plan identifies state 
agencies that would play a 
part, such as the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, the 
llinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the state 
police. It establishes a.chain 
of command and pinpoints 
resources and how long it 
would take to get them 
where needed. 

Detailed procedures for 
emergencies at nuclear 
power plants and test reac- 
tor sites, and for accidents 
in transporting hazardous 
materials have been drawn 
up in conjunction with local 
officials.

ly on their buying. 

If so, the impact on the 
Mllinois state budget could 
well be severe. Heavy un- 
employment could also cut 
deeply into state income tax 
revenue now running about 
$2.5 billion a year. The cost 
of public aid could also in- 
crease substantially. 

But education is where 
the big crunch will come. 
There are several fairly re- 
cent factors involved. 

Local property taxes are 
basically the chief source of 
school funds. But voters 
have become increasingly 
reluctant to vote to increase 
their own taxes. They look 
to the state to provide the 
additional money needed. 

The increasing power of 
teachers’ unions has meant 
big increases in their sala- 
ries. Special programs man- 
dated by the state and feder- 
al government, but not al- 
ways financed wholly by 
them, have added to the 
operating costs. And, like 
individual home owners, 
school boards have found 
that the energy crisis has 
greatly increased the cost, of 
heating their schools. 

School treasuries are bé- 
ginning to empty. And as 
Section 1 of Article X of the 
Illinois Constitution bluntly 
states: ‘‘The state has the 
primary responsibility for 
financing the system of pub- 
lic education.”” 

The financial crunch an- 
ticipated much later in the 
new decade is suddenly here 
already. There is no easy 
solution. Drastic, remedies 
cannot be avoided, and even 
an increase in the hated 
state income tax canndt be 
ruled ‘out. i

Praise for new book on 
singer Hank Williams 


HANK WILLIAMS: 
CONTRY MUSIC'S TRAGIC 
KING. By Jay Caress. 

(Published by Stein and 
Day, 1979)

A second biography by a 
major publisher has just 
appeared on country music 
immortal Hank Williams. 

Jay Caress owes a big debt 
to Roger Williams’ “Sing a 
Sad Song’? (Doubleday and 
Company, 1970), which he 
freely acknowledges. But he 
has done much research 
himself, greatly enhancing 
and expanding the earlier 
study. 

Dyed-in-the-wool Hank 
Williams fans, however, will 
find Caress’s; book even 
more intriguing than the 
earlier biography. 

While Roger Williams wa 
intent on telling who Hank 
Williams twas, Caress — 
himself a country music DJ 
in Louisville — assumes his 
readers’ acquaintance and 
devotion to ol Hank and tries 
to explain why his life 
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and career developed as they 
did. 

The passage of time has 
allowed Caress to bring the 
story up-to-date and 


, chronicle the lives and the 


many deaths among Hank’s 
family and close associates 
in recent years. 

He also parallels the 
popularity and early death of 
Hank Williams with other 
performers such as Elvis 
Presley, Judy Garland and 
Marilyn Monroe. 

Twenty-five years after his 
death, the enigma and 
popularity of Hank Williams. 
remain. Caress’s book sheds 
light on both.
